“This is the only active bill left 
in the Senate, and I hope that the 
areas of disagreement which still 
exist can be worked out so that it 
can be submitted for passage’, 
Senator Williams says. 

In addition to SB415 that 
would repeal objectionable fea- 
tures of chapter 1466, Senator 
Williams introduced a bill that 
would make Chapter 1466 inoper- 
ative for two years. 

In commenting on the situation, 
Senator Williams says, “It is gen- 
erally conceded in Sacramento 
that it is impossible at this time 
to get support in the legislature 
for an outright repeal of Chapter 
1466, and it is also probable that 
a bill to make it inoperative might 
not pass. 

“Because of this situation, I 
amended my bill, SB 415, to in- 
clude provisions partially worked 
out by a majority of the parties 
concerned, including the Califor- 
nia Real Estate association, the 
California Farm Bureau Federa- 
tion, representatives of manufac- 
turing industries, retailer, utility 
companies, the California Super- 
visors’ association, and others. 

“Problems still exist, as indi- 
cated by some requests that I drop 
the bill, but if this bill is dropped, 
there will be no bill moving in the 
legislature, Chapter 1466 will be 
operative, and the state board of 
equalization can be expected to
